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SENIOR CLASS HISTORY 


In the fall of 1934, thirty-seven wide-eyed, frightened Freshmen en- 
tered the halls of Armstrong High School. Little did they realize what 
high school was all about, but they soon became accustomed to the rules 
and regulations and became real high school students. At their class elec- 
tion, Floyd Reynolds was elected president; Edwin Berry, vice-president; 
Julia Burd, secretary-treasurer; Marjorie Duitsman, student council mem- 
ber ; and Miss Hoffman, class advisor. During the year the freshmen were 
hosts and hostesses to the entire school at the Christmas party. 


When thirty-two students entered school, for their second year, in the 
fall of 1935, they were more accustomed to the rules of high school life. 
This year they elected Helen Havener, president; Floyd Reynolds, vice- 
president; Clara Foster, secretary-treasurer; Hilda Schlueter and Robert 
Bass, student council members; Miss Newell, class advisor. The class 
sponsored the Halloween party that year. The new members added to the 
class roll were: Lois Morris, Monticello; Marjorie Funkhouser, Gifford; 
Charlene Coleman, Penfield. 


In the fall of 1936, the Juniors entered with a greater sense of re- 
sponsibility, for they were to sponsor the Junior-Senior banquet. They 
elected Clara Foster, president; Julia Burd, vice-president; Marjorie Funk- 
houser, secretary-treasurer; Irma Bloomer, Robert Bass, and Earl Kis- 
sack, student council members; Miss Graham, class advisor. The class 
play, “Lady Spitfire” was given December 4 and 7. The returns of the 
play were sufficient to cover the Junior-Senior banquet. New members 
that year were: Marvin Swanson, Paxton; Ervin Burton, Boswell, Indi- 
ana ; Naomi Butts, Penfield ; Paul Longenbaugh and Raymond Simpson. 


At the beginning of the Senior year there were only twenty -five mem- 
bers in the class. They elected Clara Foster, president ; Paul Longenbaugh, 
vice-president; Mary Foster, treasurer; Mary Louise Fairchild, secretary; 
Robert Bass, Julia Burd, Lois Morris, Marvin Swanson, student council 
members; Mr. Porter, class advisor. At the end of the first six weeks 
Paul Longenbaugh moved to Deland and Ervin Burton was elected to fill 
his office. The Senior rings and pictures were received before Christmas. 
The class play, “High Pressure Homer” was given April 9. Baccalaureate 
services were held in the Armstrong M. E. Church, May 22, followed by 
commencement on May 26.
